With the’ coming west of the epi- 
démic of Spanish influenza, it was not 
unexpected ithat Wainwright should 
have its share of patients. 

Owing to the prevalence of the dis. 
eease in Edmonton and other towns, 
the board of health last Friday issned 
a warning notice,/against public meet- 
ings and gatherings. On Monday to 
cope with the difficulty and combat 
the spread of the- disease more effect- 
ively, an order was posted closing the 
churches, schools, .pool hats, theatre, 
and prohibiting publiv meetings, 

These precautions were taken solely 
with the vfiéw to preventing the disease 
from spreading in Wainwright. So 
far there is only-fOur cases reported, 
three “of them being. ‘very mild and 
the fourth a little more serious, 

It. was rumored that a hospita? was 
to be qpened here, and a nurse supplied 
fvom Edmonton, to take care of ‘pat- 
fents that were found to have contract- 
ed the disease on the train’ en route 
through this district. A provincial 
health officer is on every train, and he 
takes charge of any person who may 
show symptoms of the disease, 

‘What is it 

During’ the last two months and a 
half there has been going the rounds 
all through the town and district of a 
peculiary disease or ailment that has 
been a puzzle to many, The symptoms 
are nothing like that described as ‘be- 
longing to fnfluenza, but are nausea, 
vomiting slightly pain inthe stomach, 
and a general feeling resembling a 
eross . between indigestion, catarrhad 
symptoms or in other words, like the 
day after the “night hEtory. in the old 
bar days. - 

Some cases have developed jaundice. 
but outside of One case. no one was 
kept from their work far mote than 
one day at least, 

Dr, Osler describes one form of in- 
fluengza ‘as gastro-intestifal form. 
“With ‘the onset of the fever there may 
be ‘nausea and’ vomiting, or the atiack 
may ‘set in with abdominal pains,-pro- 
fuse diahorrea and collapse, In some 
epidemics jaundice has been a, com- 
mon symptom, In a considerable num- 
ber of cases there is enlargement of 
the spleen, depending chiefly on the 
intensity of the fever. This is a‘ very 
rare form.in the United States, 

These symptoms coincide very close- 
ly with those: of many in town, an 
was noticed as long ago as August. 
It may be that we are favored with 
this special brand of Spanish “flu” and 
if so, care should be taken that no 
combplications arise.
